Go-Go Festival 
Brings In $1,213 


The development o!f Baldy View Park will be further 
ed by $1,213.87 raised through the Upland Go-Go Music 
Festival, according to a financial statement prepared 
this week by Howard J. Merrill, finance chairman 

The festival was held in late October and attracted 
more than a thousand teen-agers and some adults. It 
was hoped that the sale of 25.000 tickets at $2 each 
would bring in $50,000 for the park development 

According to the financial statement, ticket sales 
brought in $2,181.20. The statement explains that the 
odd amount resylted from an overage in change-making 
at the stadium 

Another plus item was $191.2], the net income from 
food and drink concessions operated by the Upland 
Lions Club 

This brought the total amount of income to $2,372 4] 

Expenses amounted to $1,158.54, leaving a net gain 
of $1,213.87 

The expenses listed were: Printing and art work, 
$611.57. toilet rentals, $200; electrical, $49.88; decora- 
tions, $24 90; miscellaneous supplies, $19 59; reimbursed 
cre (city employes), $207.35; equipment usage (city);
